SANITATION IN MANILS.. 


REPORT BY THE EX-GOVEENOR GENERAL. 


In a report made to the secretary of wor on 
Philippine affairs Governor General James F. 
Bmith has the following to 8 in’ regard ‘fo 
sanitary conditions in the eily of Manila: 

_ _ Lately there has been cons idorablo disposition 
to make oompariton between the city of Manila 
and the modern well regulated, cities of the 
United States. Surprisa is exprossed that the

- considerable ganitary work to be done in Manila, 
but what sooms tobe forgotten is that tho same 
may by said of any large city of . a world more 
than 50 years old. aoe ;
